Abstract 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract should be 
submitted on a separate sheet and phrases that can be implied, such as "The present 
invention relates" (see line 1) should not be present therein.

The drawings are objected to because: 

Figure 1 should be labeled "Prior Art" (see page 5, lines 18-19); and 
Reference character 121 (See page 9, line 21) is not present in any of the 
drawings. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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In regard to claim 21 , an antecedent basis for "the grasping element" (see line 3) 
has not been defined. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 and 22 are allowed. 

Claim 21 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
